Prices  of  farm  products  during  May  are  expected  to  average 
close  to  present  levels.    Since  marketings  of  some  commodities  vfill 
increase  seasonally,  farmers'  cash  income  for  the  month  may  reach 
2  "billion  dollars.    This  will  bring  total  cash  receipts,  including 
Government  payments,  to  9*6  "billion  dollars  for  the  first  5  awnths 
of  19^7,  about  one-fourtii  more  than  in  the  same  period  last  year. 
So  far  in  19U7,  prices  received  "by  farmers  have  averaged  about  30 
percent  higher  than  a  year  ago;  but  retvirns  to  farmers  have  not 
been  this  much  higher  because  production  payments  were  discontinued. 


Receipts  from  livestock  and  products  from  January  through 
May  probably  vrill  total  about  6.U  billion  dollars,  kO  percent  above 
I9I+6.    Heceipts  from  meat  animals  will  be  up  by  more  than  half,  dairy 
products  by  about  ^0  percent,  and  poultry  and  eggs  by  about  10  percent. 
Increases  in  prices  account  for  nearly  all  of  the  gain  for  each  group. 
If  dairy  payments  are  Included  in  19^»  however,  the  increase  ia 
total  dairy  receipts  this  j-ear  is  only  I5  percent.    Cash  receipts 
from  crops  for  the  first  5  aaonths  will  be  suround  3  billion  dollars, 
10  percent  above  last  year.    Prices  of  crops  probably  will  average 
nearly  one-fifth  higher  and  marketings  about  7  percent  less  than 
19^.    Income  from  both  whe&t  and  tobacco  may  be  nearly  50  percent 
greater  than  last  year.    While  higher  prices  are  responsible  for 
most  of  the  increase  in  receipts  from  wheat,  larger  marketinga 
account  for  most  of  the  gain  In  tobacco. 

In  ^ril,  total  cash  receipts,  including  Government  payaente, 
were  around  I.9  billion  dollars,  practically  the  same  as  in  March 
but  one- fifth  more  than  in  April  of  last  year.    Receipts  from  live- 
stock and  products  were  about  1.3  billion  dollars  and  receipts  from 
crops  a  little  over  ^00  million  dollars.    Both  were  nearly  the  same 
as  in  March.    Cash  receipts  from  vegetables  gained  substantially 
over  March,  but  income  from  grains  and  hay  wae  down.    Compared  with 
i^ll  last  year,  receipts  from  livestock  and  products  were  one-third 
lea*ger  and  crop  receipts  were  up  about  10  percent. 

Cash  receipts  in  May  are  expected  to  total  almost  2  billion 
dollars,  a  little  more  than  in  April.    Income  from  livestock  and 
products  probably  will  remeiin  about  the  same  as  in  ^ril.  Seasonal 
gains  for  dairy  and  jxjultry  products  will  offset  slight  declines  in 
meat  animals.    Crop  receipts  are  likely  to  be  about  1^  percent  above 
ipril,  mostly  as  a  result  of  larger  wheat  marketings.    Con^ared  with 
Hay  I9U6,  these  preliminary  estimates  indicate  little  or  no  change 
for  crops,  an  increase  of  about  35  percent  for  livestock  and  products, 
and  an  increase  of  about  one-fifth  for  the  two  combined.

In  February  all  regions  sheired  in  the  United  States  gain  of  23 
percent  above  the  same  month  last  yeaTo    Increases  ranged  from  7  percent 
in  the  South  Atlantic  Region  to  k8  percent  in  the  East  North  Central  o 
Income  from  livestock  and  products  for  the  country  as  a  whole  was  37 
percent  greater  than  February,  ISkSo    The  smallest  gain  was  21  percent 
in  the  West  North  Central  Region,  the  leirgest  66  percent  in  the  South 
Central.

increases  in  other  regions  was  due  to  tobacco  and  fruit  in  the  North 
Atlantic  Region,  com  and  tobacco  in  the  East  North  Central,  wheat 
in  the  West  North  Central,  and  wheat  and  pears  in  the  Western » 
Dec3Jjies  in  receipts  from  cotton  and  oranges  in  the  South  Atlantic 
Region  and  from  cotton  in  the  South  Central  accounted  for  a  large 
part  of  the  decreases  there « 

In  the  first  2  months  of  19^7,  all  regions  registered  in- 
creases of  20  percent  or  morOo    Incom©  from  livestock  and  products 
was  kk  percent  above  19^6,  with  increases  ranging  from  25  percent 
in  the  Western  Region  to  59  percent  in  the  South  Central c  Outstanding 
gains  were  made  by  cattle,  hogs,  and  dairy  products  in  all  regions. 
Cash  receipts  from  crops  during  the  first  2  months  were  Ik  percent 
greater  than  last  year.    All  regions  showed  gains  ranging  from  2  per- 
cent in  the  South  Central  Region  to  3k  percent  in  the  East  North 
Central,    Principal  sources  of  increased  income  from  crops  Included
